We, your Committee on Rules and Order of Busimess, beg leave 
to report and recommend to the House the adoption of the follow- 
ing rules for the government of the House of Representatives of the 
Thirteenth Session: : 


Rules of the House of Representatives, Thirteenth Session. 
Call to Order. 

Rulel. The Speaker shall take the chair at the time fo which the 
House stands adjourned and after the call to order the roll of mem- 
bers shall be called and the names of absentees entered on the Jour- 
nal of the House, after which there shall be prayer by the Chaplain. 
Reading of the Journal. 

Rule 2. Upon the appearance of a quoium the Journal of the pie- 
eedine day shall be 1ead by the Clerk and anv mistakes therein shalt 
be corrected by the House. 

Call of the House, 

Rule 3. One-third of the members present mar order a call of 
the House and cause absent members to be sent for, but the call must 
not be made after voting has commenced, or during debate if a quorum 
he present <A call boing moved, the Speaker shall require those de- 
string a"eall te rise, and if one-third of the members present shall 
lise, there shall be a (all of the House and the Sergenat-at-Arms shall 
forthwith proceed to bring in absent members and the yeas and nays 
on the pending question, if any, Shall at the same time be cone dered 
as ordered, unless the call be ordered in the absence oba quorum. 
The Clerk shall call the roll and each member as he answers to his 
name shall unless excused by the House, vote on the pending ques- 
tion, and after the roll call is completed each member arrested Shall 
be brought by the Sergeant-at-Arms before the House, wherevpon he 
shall be noted as present, discharged from arrest, and shall, unless 
excused by the House, vote upon the pending question After a mem- 
her has voted, or been excused from voting upon the pending question, 
the call of the House, so far as such member is concerned, shall be 
considered as raised. At any time after the report of the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, showing either that all members who were absent have heen 
brought in, or that anv who were absent could not, after due diligence, 
be found by him, proceedings under the call mav be suspended by 
majority vote of the members present 


Decorum. 
Rule 4 The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum and decide 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the House " 


Speaker Votes. 

Rule 5 The Speaker may vote upon all questions tahen by yeas 
and nays except on appeals from his decision - 
Decorum at Adjournment, - 

Rule 6. When the House adjourns the members shall heep their 
seats until the Speaker announces the adjournment 


Obtaining Floor, 
Rule 7% Every member desirmg to state or second a motion, or to 
address the House, shall rise from his seat and respectfully address 


— 
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the Chair, and remain standing in his place before piococding to 
Speak until he is recognized Dy the Chair 


Right to Open and Close Debate, 

rule 8. When two or more members shall rise at once, the Chai 
shall designate the member who is first to speak, but in all cases 
the member making the motion or the chairman of the committee 
making the report which is under consideration, shall have the privi- 
lege of opening and closing the debate thereon 
Limitation on Debate, 

Rule 9. No member shall speak more than twice on the same 
subject, nor shall any member occupy the floor for longer than one 
hour at a time without leave of the House, nor shall any member 
speak more than once, until every member choosing to speak on the 
subject shall have spoken. 

Motions, Submission of, 

Rule 10. No motion shall be debated or put unless the same be 
seconded. Tt shall be stated by the Speaker hefore the debate, and 
any such motion or any amendment shall be reduced to writing by 
the Clerk if the Speaker or any member desires it 
Withdrawals of Motions, 

Rule 11. After a motion shall have been stated by the Speaker, it 
shall be deemed to be in the possession of the House, but may be 
withdrawn at any time by the consent of the House before amend- 
ment or decision; but all motions, resolutions and amendments shall 
he entered upon the Journal, whether rejected or adopted. 
Privileged Questions, Precedence of. 

Rule 12. When a question is under debate no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous ques- 
tion, to postpone to a dav certain, to commit, to amend, to postpone 
indefinitely, which several motions shall have precedence in the 
order in which they stand arranged. 


To Adjourn, 

Rule 13. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order except 
when a member is addressing the Chair or a vote is being taken, or 
when the House is under Call, as provided in Rule 2. 


Previous Question, 

Rule 14. Upon the previous question. being ordered by a majority 
of the members present, if à quorum, ihe effeet shall be to cut off 
debate and bring the House to a direct vote upon the pending ques- 
tion. It shall be in order, pending the motion for, or after the pre- 
vious question shall have been ordered, for the Speaker to entertain 
and submit a motion to commit, with or without instructions, to a 
standing or select committee, whieh motion shall be decided without 
debate, 

Negative Vote on Previous Question. 

Rule 15. When the previous question is decided in the negative, it 
shall leave the main question under debate for the residue of the 
sitting, unless sooner disposed of. 

Questions of Order Undebatable. 

Rule 16. All incidental questions of order arising after a motion 
is made for the previous question durmg the pending of such motion or 
after the House shall have determined that the main question shall 
be put, shall be decided, whether an appeal or otherwise, without 
debate. 

Petitions, Memorials, Ete, 

Rule 17. Petitions, memorials and other papers addressed to the 

House shall be presented by the Speaker, 
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Members Must Vote, 

Rule 18 Every member present within the bar of the House shall 
vote on any question put, unless exeused by the House 
Courtesy. 

Rule 19 When the Speaher is putting the question no member 
shall walk out or across the hall, nor lease during the roll call; nor 
when a member is speaking shall any person, entertain any private dis- 
course or pass between Him and the Chair 
Division of Question. . 

Rule 20. Any member may cal for the division of à question if at 
comprehends propositions so distinct that one being taken away, a 
substantive proposition shall remain 
Questions of Order, 

Rule 21. A member called to order shall immediately sit down, 
unless permitted to explain, and the House, if appealed to, shall de- 
cide the ease. If there be no appeal, the decision of the Chair shall 
prevail On an appeal no member shall speak more than twice with- 
out leave of the House, nor more than ten minutes at à time When 
a member js called to order foi offensive language there shall be no 
debate. 

Introduction of Bills. 

Rule 22 Every bill and joint resolution shall be intioduced upon 
the report of the committee, or on a call for hills and joint resolutions, 
or by a motion for leave 


Bills In Duplicate—Printing of; 


Rule 23. All bills, joint resolutions and joint memorials mtro- 
duced shall be in dupicate, one copy of which shall have endorsed 
thereon tHe word "Original" and shall be retamed by the House. The 
duplicate thereof shall have endorsed thereon the word “Copy” and 
when the prmting of such bill shall have been ordered, the same 
shall be sent to the printer and his receipt taken therefor Such bill 
must thereafter be returned to the printing committee at the time 
the printed bill 18 delivered to ihe House. 

Endorsement of Bills—Entered on the Journal, 

Rule 24 very bill before being introduced shall have endorsed 
thereon the title of the same, and every bill, joint resolution or joint 
memorial shall have thereon the name or names of the members in- 
troducing it, and when introduced by committee, the name of such 
vommittee shall he endorsed thereon The number, author and title 
of all bills, joint resolutions and joint memorials shall be entered on 
the.

Amendatory Bills.

Manner of Passing Bills. 


Rule 26 No law shall be passed except by bill, nor shail any bill 
be put upon its final passage until the same, With the amendments 
thereto, shall have been printed for the use of the members; nor shall 
any bill become a Jaw unless the Same shall have been read on three 
Several days in each house previous to the final vote thereon: Pro- 
vided, in case of uigency, two-thirds of the House where such bi 
may be pending may, upon a vote of the yeas and nays, dispense with 
thig provision. On the final passage of all bills they shall be read 
at length, section by section. and the vote shall be by yeas and nays 
upon each bill separately, and shall be entered upon the Journal; 
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and no bill shall become a law without the concurrence of a ma- 
jority of the members present.

Rule 257. 41) All bills, Joint memorials or joint resolutions shall, 
upon their introduction and first reading, be referred by the Speaker 
to the Reference Committee, which committee shall, within five days 
thereafter, report the same back, with their recommendatior that they 
he or be not printed.

(1) Unless the committee shall otherwise oder, bills 
committed ta the Committee of the Whole shall be first read through, 
and then read by sections and clauses, leaving the title to be last con- 
sidered. When general debate is closed by order of the committee, 
any member shall be allowed five minutes to explain any amendment 
that he ma) offer, after which! the member who shall first obtain 
the floor shall be allowed to speak five minutes in opposition to it, 
and there shall he no further debate thereon, but the same privilege 
of debate shall be allowed in favor of and against any amendment 
that may be offered te an amendment, and neither an amendment 
nor an amendment to an amendment shall be withdrawn by the 
mover thereof unless by unanimous consent of the committee.

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Company of Illinois to audit the books in the office of the State Treas- 
urer to ascertain the exact amount of liability under the bond of the 
State Treasurer to cover the shortage then known to exist. Later by 
instruction irom my predecessor, the investigation was extended and 
Mr, Gleason was mstructed by him to make an audit of the books 
and accounts of all departments of the State government This has 
involved an immense amount of work and the aid of much assistance 
for the expert accountant so engaged. The cost of this work has 
been comparatively very little because of the availability of clerks 
employed by the departments who were assigned to aid Mr Gleason. 
By this assignment he has had the assistance of two employes of the 
Tax Commission, one from the State Auditor's department, one from 
the Bank Exammer’s office and two assistants employed from the 
outside. The clerks abeady employed by the State departments have 
served without additional cost for this investigation. 

The appropriations available for payment for these Services ceased 
on December 31, 1914, and there are now no funds available to pros- 
ecute the investigation which has not yet been completed I submit 
herewith communication from Mr. Gleason estimating the amount for 
extra clerk hire necessary; to complete the investigation at $1,250 00 
This does not include the compensation agreed by my predecessor to 
pay for Mr. Gleason's services, Which was at the rate of $25 00 per 
day. Mr. Gleason has been paid to January 3, 1915, out of funds 
available to my predecessor. I estimate that the amount neeessarv 
to pav for his services to complete the investigation will be $1,000.00 
I, therefore, recommend that a bil be passed at the earhest possible 
moment appropiiating $2,250 00 with which to complete this investi- 
gaton and that the amount be made available on vouchers properly 
approved by the Governor

The appropriation for this fund for the biennial period 1911-1912 
was $35,000, being expended as follows-

Leaving a balance in the fund at the end of the period of 9 cents. Of 
this amount there was expended for additions to property in the way 
of equipment the sum of $3,073,715, We take exception to this item, 
the same not being a proper charge to the maintenance of the Capitol 
Building. . 

The biennial appropriation for the years 1913-1914 was $50,000, 
which sum was exhausted in June, 1914. During the year 1912 theré 
was expended the sum of $38,010.13, being about 75 per cent of the 
entire appropriation. From January 1 to June 30, 1914, there was ex- 
pended the sum of $11,929.20, and for the balance of the year defi- 
crency vouchers were filed amounting to $13,834.95, making a total 
for the year 1914 of $25,764.15. The maintenance expenses therefore 
for the year 1914 including the amounts actually expended to June 
20 together with deficiency vouchers and payrolls filed subsequently, 
show a reduction in the maintenance expense under the year 1913 of 
$12,308.98, x 

During the latter biennial period the additions to equipment amount- 
ed to $1249.84, to which item we also take exception not being a proper 
maintenance charge, 

We are submitting & comparative statement of expenses for the 
entire period (marked "Exhibit A"), from which it appears that the 
principal items of expense that show a reduction in 1914 as compared 
with 1913 are as follows: ^ 

Payroll ...... .....$4,088.86 
Fuel 6,983.82 
Supplles 672.65 

Such items as light and power and telephone appear to be about 
normal. 

The Publie Building Maintenance Fund is appropriated in a lump 
sum, no distribution being made as between labor, fuel, supplies and 
other items as shown in our Exhibit A. The expenditures are kept 
by the accounting division in the same manner and vouchers are 
passed on the O, K, of employees approved by the State Board of 
Examiners for anything from a sponge to street paving until the fund 
is exhausted. This method follows through the entire biennial budget 
with the exception of certain departments in the State House who are 
required to give a little detail of their expenditures, 

It is plain even to the layman that there was expended, unnecessarily, 
out of this fund in the year 1913 the sum of $12,308.98. If the build- 
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ing can be maintained properly in 1914 for $25,764.15 why was it 
necessary to spend $38,070.13 in 1913? We direct your attention par- 
ticularly to the item of fuel, covered by our Exhibits B and C, the 
cost bemg $10,638.67 m 1913 as against $4,654 75 in 1914, or an ex- 
tess of $5,983.82; or 2077 tons in 1913 as against 997 tons in 1914 We 
recommend a thorough investigation of this item 

We also direct your attention to the item of pay roll bemg $19,593 75 
in 1913 as against $14,904.89 in 1914 or a decrease of $4,688 86 This 
serves to show what can be done when a fund is depleted 

The Public Building Maintenance Fund is only a small item com- 
pared with many of the 137 funds under scrutiny, and 1 in administer- 
ing this fund the State has lost $12,000 00 it is high time that 
steps should be taken to stop the leak ^ 

The expenses shown m Exhibit A do not melude some items charged 
to the Public Building Endowment Fund that should have been 
charged to maintenance and are undergoing adjustment by the Capitol 
Building Commission, 

The perfunctory duties of the Board of Examiners defeats its pur- 
pose, the authority being given after the harm is done. The whole 
system is simply absurd and tbe officials and employees should be 
pitied rather than censured, 

The accounting methods of the State need immediate revision, the 
greater palit of which can be accomphshed without legislative enact- 
ment, and in view of the enormous losses which are being suffered 
currently we think immediate action in this direction quite as im- 
portant as investigating past performances

To the Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 

We, your Committee on Investigation, beg leave to report as follows: 

The first subject that your Committee decided to investigate was 
the manner and method employed by the State Treasurer and other 
officers connected therewith, in depositing State money in the various 
banks of the State that had applied for the same under the pro- 
visions of the statute. 

The reason for the action of the Committee in investigating this 
subject first, was the failure of the Bank of Nampa, which had State 
money on deposit at the time it closed its doors, 

This bank was tahen in charge by the State Bank Examiner on the 
27th day of September, 1913. From the evidence produced before 
your Committee, we find that, at that tyme, the State had on deposit 
in said bank, the sum of $45,905.45, of which sum 543.3500, was 
principal and the balance interest. We also find that, at that time, 
said bank had on file, with the proper State officer, two bonds ont 
in the penal sum of $15,000.00 on which bond the surety was the 
United States Fidelity & Guarantee Company, and another bond in 
the penal sum of $40,000.00 on which the sureties were individuals, 
to-wit: William Strode, C. R. Hickey, and George Duval, all of 
Nampa, Idaho. 

This personal bond is in proper form and the sureties justified as 
required by law; it is dated September 28th, 1912, but from the evi- 
dence introduced before your Committee, we find that the hond, in 
fact, was not executed until on or about the Ist day of March, 1913; 
and that the bond was not filed until after that date. In short, the 
evidence shows that the bond was dated back. Though the sureties 
on this latter bond justified as required by law, the evidence intro- 
duced before your Committee is, in the judgment of your Committee, 
sufficient to prove that two of the individuals so signing the bond 
had not sufficient assets to warrant their action, nor the aeceptance 
of the bond by the State officers, who passed upon the same, In fect, 
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the evidence shows that these two sureties, at the time of signing said 
bond, were debtors of said bank and already heavily involved, and 
further, that in accepting said bond, the approving officers failed to 
place upon it the date on which acceptance was made by them 

The evidence shows that had these bonds and the sureties thereon 
been sufficient for lawful deposits, still the deposits made by the 
State Treasurer in this bank were unlawful inasmuch as they were in 
exeess of the amount permitted by law, The testimony produced be- 
fore your Committee showed that if the Treasurer had made deposits 
of State money in this bank aecording fo law, the Bank of Nampa 
would have had’ dn deposit $19,988.16 instead of $45,500,00 at the 
time of its failure The deposits in this bank and in many others 
were so excessive as to Warrant the statement that the State Treasurer 
gave the benefit of deposits of excessive amounts of State money to 
certain favored banks 

The evidence also shows that the examination oi investigation 
made hv the officers in accepting these bonds from the Bank of 
Nampa, was negligent, careless and wholly superficial, and that 
they shifted the responsibility one upon the other, so that in final 
analysis, the treasurer, practically without further supervision, not 
only aecepted these bonds, but was the only State authority to 
pass upon their sufficiency 

This criticism, is not confined to the bonds given by the Bank of 
Nampa, for we find that so far ns the Attorney Generals office is 
concerned, no formal investigation of depository bonds or of the 
sufficiency of the sureties thereon, had been made for over a peiiod 
of ten years. 

Your committee believes that approval of all bonds offered as se- 
eurity for the deposits of State funds should include careful exami- 
nation of the sureties thereon, that had this practive been followed, 
the loss; Which your committee beheves that the State will suffer 
in the case of the Bank of Nampa, would have been avoided Your 
committee holds that because the Governor, the Secretary of State 
and the Attorney General, failed to carefully scrutinize all bonds, 
and because they followed careless and lax methods they are sub- 
ject to censure However, in their extenuation, we believe their 
duties are too onerous to permit of their giving proper attention tu 
such bonds and particularly personal or individual bonds; we, there- 
fore, recommend the enactment of an amendment to our present 
statutes providing that surety bonds only shall be accepted for the 
protection of State deposits in depository banks in the State. This 
would, in a great measure, avoid the necessity of examination into 
the sufficiency of the sureties, and releva the approving officers of 
the responsibility devolving upon them 

Your Committee finds that immediately upon the failure of the 
Bank of Nampa, Attorney General Peterson took action for the pro- 
tection of the State's interests therein, and that he at once investi- 
gated the assets and habilities of the bank and the sureties on these 
bonds, that he filed action against the sureties and the bank, but 
during the pendency of the action, and in the course of ita prosecu- 
tion, a compromise was entered into, by the terms of which the 
claim of the State against the Bank of Nampa was released and 
the sureties alone were looked to for restitution, This compromise 
was eftected on the part of the State bv Attorney General Peterson. 

For such compromise and release of the Bank of Nampa, we find 
no precise warrant in statute law. We adopt, however, the reason- 
ing of the Attorney General, that the State having entered the busi- 
ness of loaning monev must, as a necessary consequence of such 
atep, have invested some State official with authority to make set- 
tlements or compromises in cases where full payments to the State 
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by a depository debtor could not be secured; and that the State 
official invested with such authority would properly be the Attorney 
General, Through this compromise, the surety company on the 
surety bond paid its just proportion of its obligation to the State, 
and the surety, William Strode, paid his just proportion. Surety, C. 
It. Hickey, being unable to pay, gave his note secured by mortgage 
on all of his property which, however, was already subject to first 
mortgage. The surety, George Duval, made assignment of all of his 
real and personal property to a trustee, William F C Krull, to held 
the same for the benefit of the State. 

Your committee finds that all of the property turned over by Mr. 
Duval to said trustee, both personal and real, was also already sub- 
ject to first mortgage and in come instances to second mortgage. 
that this trustee has, since his appointment, paid to the State out 
of the money realized on the sale of personal property, the sum of 
$4,100.00. The judgment of vour committee, however, is that the 
State will realize little, if anvthing, out of the real estate turned over 
by Mr, Duval, and from the evidence produced, we are unable to 
arrive at any conclusion as to whether or not anything further will 
or ean be realized on the part of the State out of the personal prop- 
erty in the hands of the trustee, 

The trustee, as shown by the evidence, has never made nor ren- 
dered to the State, nor been called upon to make or ronder to the 
State, au exact or true inventory, or any inventory, of the personal 
property that came into his hands by reason of his trusteeship. In 
fact, the evidence shows that the trustee, himself, has made no 
effort toward making such inventory or to take possession of the 
personal property. This personal property consists, In part, of cat- 
tle, some of which are said to range in Owyhee County. The evi. 
denee shows no effort was made to collect these cattle or have them 
counted or enumerated, but the trustee has relied wholly on the 
statement made hy a nephew of tha surety, Duval The State has 
nothing to show whether there ig one or more head of cattle on 
the range in Owyhee County, or that it has any claim on them 
hy reason of the assignment made by the surety, Duval. 

The trustee, Krull, was never sworn to faithfully perform his duty, 
nor required to give any bond for the performance of such duty. 
Your committee is of the apinion that the Attorney General showed 
due diligence in investigating the assets subject to the State's de- 
mands in this matter, but that he used careless, loose and slack 
methods in securing to tha State such property as the sureties had, 

Your committee recommends that this House suggest to the At- 
torney General that he proceed at once to cause to be made an in- 
ventory of all property that is subject or may be subjected to the 
claim of the State; that this inventory be under oath, and be made 
hy personal inspection bv the trustes or some other person who shall, 
prior to so making the same, have been put under oath for the 
faithful performance of his duty, We world also recommend that 
the Attorney General determine whether or not the trustee hereto- 
fore mentioned should not he required by the District Court in 
which the action is pending to give bond for the faithful perform- 
ance of his duty, : 

Your committee also offers for the consideration of the Attorney 
General, the question that in case such inventory, as above mentioned, 
"hen properly made and returned, shows an insufficieney of prop- 
erty to pay the claim of the State in full, whether or not the fidelity 
bond given by O, V. Allen as State Treasurer is liable for such de- 
ficiency and if he is of the opinion that such bond im so liable that 
he be requested to proceed at once to enforce this liability,

I have the honor to submit herewith report of W. H. Gleason, ex- 
pert accountant, upon the transactions of the State Board of Health 
for the four years ending December 31st, 1914, which is submitted 
as a part of this message

To His Excelleney, M. Alexander, Governor of Idaho, Boise, Idaho: 

Sir:--In accordance with your request we have the honor to sub- 
mit our report on the fiscal transactions of the State Board of Health 
for the four years ended December 31, 1914. 

For the biennial period 1911-1912 there was appropriated the sum 
of $26,106.06, of which $1,000 was appropriated for the initial equip - 
ment and running expenses of the Hygenic Laboratory. We made a 
eareful chack of all of the vouchers and supporting documents in 
connection with this appropriation and found that they were suf- 
ficiently vouched, and, in our opinion, properly charged to the vari 
ous subdivisions of the appropriation. The total amount expended 
was $26,071.86, leaving an unexpended halanee of $28.14 which was 
returned to the general fund. 

For the biennial period 1913-1914 there was appropriated the sum 
of $25,140 00, of which there was expended the sum cf $22,849.83, 
leaving an unexpended balance in the appropriation of $290.17, ex- 
elusive of December expenses now being passed upon by the Board 
of Examiners. We would like to say in this connection that the 
matter.of unexpended balances can not he determined nor can the 
next biennial appropriation be passed with any degree of intelligence 
until the December expenses, inchiding deficiencies, are passed upon 
by the Board of Examiners, We are of the opinion that many of 
these vouchers, and perhaps the great majority of them, which were 
filed with the Board of Examiners shortly after the close of the 
calendar year, could have heen passed on had the Board seen fit 
to meet more frequently and dispose of current business, We have 
heard many complaints from merchants selling goods to the State 
1hout delay in the adjustment of their claims, which of necessity 
forces them to consider the item of interest in fixing prices on the 
purchases of State departments, 

Returning to the matter of the fiscal transactions of the State 
Board of Health, we have checked over their inventory filed with 
the State Auditor on the 7th of January, 1915, and have located the 
purchases of equiment covered by the vouchers examined by us dur- 
ing the two biennial periods under review. The inventory is com- 
plete to the minutest detail and is sworn to by the Seeretary of 
the Board of Health and attested by a notary public. The total 
of the inventory is $5,452.98, divided as follows:

During the progress of our Investigation we have received numer- 
ous communications and gratuitous verbal advice, and in this con- 
nection we were told to look up the matter of messenger service 
paid by the Health Department during the years 1911-1912 when 
the offices were lócáted at Eighth and Main streets. There were five 
vouchers aggrezating $17.30 during the two years and on investigation 
we find that they covered the delivery to the postoffice of large quan- 
tities of literature being mailed from time to time by the Health 
Department, which, of course, could not be handled by the lady 
stenographer. We therefore think this quite a proper charge under 
the circumstances 

Attention was also directed to a duplicate charge of $3 25 which 
we found upon examination was promptly refunded, There was also 
an item covering a voucher for salary amounting to $50.00, charged 
to the 1911 appropriation covering services in December, 1910, There 
is no evidence of any intent on the part of the Department, to switch 
these charges and it was rather an error chargeable to the accounting 
division who should have applied the expense to the proper period 

In the matter of the receipts of the office, we find that they check 
exattly with the records of both the Auditor and the State Treasurer 
Copies of all invoices are filed in the Department alphabetically, and 
are easily accessible for the purpose of comparison or verification. 

There is an error in extension of $10 00 in voucher No 15,875 which 
we are myeshgating. 

We are accorded every privilege lu the Department in the course 
of our investigation, and will forward a cops of this report to the 
Investigating Committee, with the full detail of all of the trans. 
actions involved and the original documents, in order that they 
may pass on the matter.

Attention is directed to the item of power house expenses which in 
1913-14 shows a decrease under ihe prior period of $3,548 98. This 
is due to the fact that the fuel during the latter period consisted 
principally of sawdust, the only expense being in the hauling In the 
item of “General Expense" the 1813-14 period shows an increase over 
the prior period. This is due in part to the use of electric current 
purchased from the city for the laundry and pumping hot water, the 
power plant of the institution only being in operation durmg the 
night. This charge should of course have been made to power, and 
during the coming period it will be so applied, 

The Increase in the cost of general clothing is due to the fact 
that the prisoners have been worked more on the outside, particu. 
larly on the farm work where the clothing has harder wear than on 
inside work. The increase in traveling expenses is perfectly legiti- 
mate, every item being properly accounted for. The increase in the 
prisoners’ mess is due to the increased number of inmates 
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The above statement covers the period to December 1, 1914, the 
expenses for the month of December not being available at the time 
we complied our report. We have, however, examined all the vouch- 
ers since that date up to the present writing. The cash was veri- 
fied as at January 10 and checked back to December 1, for the pur- 
pose of verification. At the end of December there was an unex- 
pended balance in the penitentiary appropriation of $4,550 19. The 
vouchers for December, however, that have been filed and which 
have not been passed upon as yet by the Board of Examiners, hüve 
reduced this balance to about $10. 

The warden had on hand in cash in trust funds at the close of 
business November 30, 1914, the following.

The Library Fund is established through a charge for admission 
to visitors; and is expended for books. The prisoners’ private fund 
consists of moneys deposited by the prisoners with the warden, 
which is withdrawn from time to time to meet their private needs, 

There was no balance in what is known as the State Cash Fund" 
at that date, the same having been deposited with the State Treas- 
urer. The State Cash Fund consists of miscellaneous income from 
rentals, the sale of live stock, vegetables and other items. The 
warden has always deposited such receipts in full with the Treas- 
urer, and the figures contained in his annual report for the bien- 
nial period ended November 30, 1914, checked exactly with the. 
Treasurer. In connection with this fund we direct attention to the 
fact that the warden is not provided with the means to take care 
of emergencies, such as the traveling expenses of guards and prison- 
ers, and in former years the wardens used the State Cash Fund 
for such emergencies. The present warden, Mr, Snook, does not 
use State funds but they are deposited intact and the emergencies 
referred to are usually taken care of our of the prisoners’ private 
fund. <As this fund is a matter between the warden and the pris- 
oners it practically comes out of his private purse; but in either 
event it would seem that the State of Idaho was in an unenviable po- 
sition when they carry on a portion of their business through the 
medium of small deposits in the hands of the warden made by pris- 
amers. We are not criticising the warden for this, as he is personally 
responsible for these funds, and is to all intents and purposes car- 
rring the State. 

Under the present unwieldy system of accounting, vouchers have 
to be filed with the Auditor and in turn they have to await the pleas- 
ure of the Board of Examiners, and in the meantime the emergency 
busines of the State must go on. 

It might be as well to mention in this connection that the un- 
wicldy method of handling the State's expenditures deprives the de- 
partments from taking advantage of discounts, which considered in 
connection with purchases that run into hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, would certainly be an.enormous saving to the State of Idaho, 

We found the bookkeeping of the penitentiary more complete 
than any department of the State government which we have yet 
examined. Their expenditures were properly vouched and their run- 
ning expenses are Computed on what is actually used, rather than 
the purchases in the current month. In other words they work on 
the requisition plan to a large extent. At the beginning of the year 
1915 everything will be charged to stock, and expenses from month 
to month will therefor be absolutely correct and not abnormal. 

it was reported to us during the course of our examination that 
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the matron of the institution had received a salary when there were 
no female inmates in the prison. The records of the institution do 
not confirm this statement, as the services of the matron were dis- 
continued when there were no female inmates in the prison 

It was also suggested that there was an apparent discrepancy be- 
tween the-operating account and the amount actually expended as 
shown by the books of the State Auditor. Inasmuch as the op. 
erating expenses were computed on a basis of what was actually 
used, rather than what was purchased, the difference, of course, was 
in the inventory. We checked this matter to our entire satisfac- 
tion 

The biennial report of the State Board of Prison Commissioners 
is very complete, and it is useless for us to repeat the detail and 
statistical information contained therein except to say that the re. 
port conforms to the records and the records were checked by us 
in every detail. Comparing the operation of the penitentiary for the 
last biennial period with the report when the present management 
took charge, it will be noted that while there is an increase in the 
number of inmates of approimately 30 per cent, the expenses of the 
institution have increased but 5 per cent 

We also direct your attention to the permanent investment ac- 
count of the institution which shows the value of real estate build- 
ings and equipment to be $263,447.33 and the fixed liabilities or 
funded debt $125,000 00. 

During the progress of our work we were accorded full and free 
access to all records and documents of the institution. 

The matter of the purchnse of the Moseley farm and other pron- 
erties acquired bv the Prison Commission are taken up fully and com- 
pletely in-the biennial report, and we have therefore confined owu- 
selves fo the operation of the institution.

There is a second 
vell defined coulee which leaves the farm at a point a few feet west 
af the pump house, This coulee cares for the run-off from the re- 
mainder of the north portion of the farm except that from the por- 
ton to Which the water must be pumped. That part of the farm 
tung south of the maim ditch ond the permanent building has a dis- 
imet slope toward the south and southwest sufficient to eause ero- 
sien of the field if water is applied too rapidly, 

Type of Sail: 

The soil of the farm. variable, and without any seeming eause, 
may sharply change in charaeter within a few feet. In general the 
type as a elay loam. This may vary to a fine sandv-silt loam in 
tan small areas, or to a fine silty-clav loam in others, 

“Shek spots" or “dobe” areas are common and van in size and 
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extent. Occasionally spots are found that are typical "volcanic ash" 
soil and this type is found in the subsoil more often than on the 
surface. The presence of carbonates in the surface soil is gener- 
ally lacking. The amount found varies with the types and kinds of 
soil. So sharp are some of the boundaries between types that 
abundant carbonates were found in some areas although six inches 
distant in another type none could be detected even with acid. Some 
of the type areas have lime concretions showing on the surface; 
others are strewn with lava roek particles of varying size; still others 
show no rock particles, and even fine sand was detected only by 
testing a small sample between the teeth. 

None of the types of soil found contained anv appeciable quantity 
of organic matter, or vegetable debris. The “shek” or “dobe” soils 
are especially lacking. None of the types would lose much on ig- 
nition since every type found was markedly deficient, Even on 
those fields where manure has been applied three times there was no 
apparent change in character or color of the soil Several alkali 
arens are present, but none of these are more than a few feet in ex- 
tent. 

Depth of Soil: 

Twelte examinations, in widely separated places, were made to de- 
termine the depth and character of the soil. The surface soil was 
examined to a depth of eight inches, the sub-surface eight to eighteen 
inches, the subsoil eichteen to thirty-six inches respectively. At no 
place were we able to go to a depth of over thirty-six inches without 
striking a cemented layer of impervious material. The depth at 
Which this layer was encountered varied from 10 inches in the shal- 
lowest to 36 inches in the deepest place. The thickness of this layer 
of cement varies as greatly as the depth of soil covering. 

The averaze depth of this eemented stratum, from the surface, is 
approximately 26 inches. The depth of the soil above this stratum 
was always more shallow on the slick“ or “dobe” spots and always 
much deeper when a clay loam area was examined. 

A test of this "eement" layer showed it very rich in carhonate. 
The soil, too, in every instance increased in carbonate content as this 
layer was approached. Soe far as we have tested this cement“ it 
does not carry large quantities of detrimental alkah, although the 
tests apphed are not sufficient to be final m this particular. Sam- 
ples of this “cemented” layer are submitted herewith. Since this 
cement“ slacks slowly when exposed to the weather, the continued 
apnlication of water, in quantity, would probably tend to reduce it, 
provided, a considerable number of places were "shot" or "punched" 
to permit of under drainage and leaching. It is hardly possible to 
reduce this "cement" by surface application of water, since the water 
standing on the "cement" would only dissolve the "cement" until it 
heeame a saturated solution, 

The Farming: * 

The wild condition of the land, its great lack of organie matter 
content, a searcity of water, the shallow character of the soil and 
the very uncertain class of laborers provided, have conspired to pre- 
vent any very good farming. Under the existing conditions the man 
in charge has done remarkably well The young orchard is reason- 
ably thrifty and vigorous. It is well cultivated although the char- 
acter of the plowing done could be improved. However, consider- 
ing the hard, cloddy, dry condition of the soil it is not mmproperly 
done. The cultivated fields show that they have been given reas- 
onable care. The pastures have been cropped too closely, but the 
application of manure already made will help to counteract the harm 
done, 
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The alfalfa field is extremeffy spotted. Not through any neglect, 
but because of the variability of type and character of the soil, The 
garden and berry plantation indicate very fair care and attention. 
The grove 18 exceptionally well kept, and requires only a small 
amount of pruning to put it m excellent shape. 


General Consideration, 
The general topography of the farm, the variabihty of the soil, 


as well as its shallow character, a hmuted supply of water and an 


almost total absence of organic matter or humus content, make the 
development of this farm on a self-supporting basis, a questionable 
matter, This is especially true until such time as quantities of 
organie matter can be worked into the soil through the use of green 
manure crops, barnyard manure, Catch crops, etc In the mean- 
time garden crops can be grown to better advantage than grain 
erops. .Alfalfa, clover, vetch and legume crops can be produced 
most advantageously, both for plowing under, for pasture and for 
feeding to cattle and hogs. The Whole area in question, is a State 
liability rather than an asset, and because of its peculiar character 
and location will probably never become self-sustaining except in a 
fractional degree

notice of the next municipal election, i£ shall be submitted to. popular 
yote at such election, provided that such petition must bo filed at 
least thirty (30) days before the date fixed for such election. 

Section 92. If, prior to the date when any ordinance shall take 
effect a petition, which petition and its requirements shall be sub- 
stantially as required by the provisions of section 90 of this Act, with 
the necessary changes made therein to met the needs of this Section, 
signed by qualified clectors of Boise City in mumber equal to thirty 
per centum (30 per cent) of the entire vote cast for Mayor at the last 
preceding general municipal election, shall be filed with the City 
Clerk protesting against the enactment of such ordinance; it shall, 
by the filing of such petition, be suspended from taking effect, It 
shalt be the duty of the Commission at its first meeting following the 
filing of such petition to consider the same and if it is found to be 
properly signed by the prescribed number of qualified electors, it 
Shall immediately reconsider such ordinance and, if it do not entirely 
repeal the same, shall submit it ta popular vote at the next muni- 
cipal election.

The City Clerk shall publish every proposed or re- 
ferred ordinance at Fast twice in one newspaper of general circula- 
tion printed and published in said city before the date of the election 
at which such proposed or referred ordinance i5 to be voted upon; and 
shall give such other notice and do such other things relative to 
such election ag are required by the provisions of this Act for gen- 
eral municipal elections. 

Section 96. If a majority of the electors of Bolse City voting on 
any proposed ordinance or measure, shall vote in favor thereof the 
same shall, from the date on which the said vote shall be canvassed 
and determined, or from the time fixed therein, become effective as 
an ordinance of the State or as a mandatory order to the Commis- 
sion.

Section 98. The Commission by ordinance may make other and 
further regulations to carry out the provisions of this Act when the 
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same are not inconsistent herewith. 

Section 89. The holder of any eleetive office, whether elected or 
appointed thereto, may be removed therefrom by recall, provided 
that no recall petition shall be filed against any officer until he has 
actually held his office for at least three months — .

Consideration of Messages From the Governor and the Senate. 
To the Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 

f am returning herewith House Bill No. 118. This measure is de- 
signed to give the opponents of the commission form of government 
im Boise an oppartnnits, under what they conceive to be more favor- 
ahle circumstances, agnin to test their strength. Under the provix- 
inns of Chapter B2, of the General Laws of the State of ldaho, passed 
at the Eleventh Session of the Sente Legislature, at a special election 
held for that purpose Jem than three rears ago, the same queadonw 
now sought to be presented by this bill, were presented to the people 
of Boire, and the provisions of the above-mentioned law were adopted. 
Notwithstanding the affairs of the city have been conducted with 
greater satisfaction than ever hefore; notwithstanding the financial 
Condition of the citv was never better, its laws and ordinances neyer 
vetter enforced, nor the majority of the people ever more content 
with municipal affairs, these who were defeated at thet time have 
never aeeeptod the verdict of the majority of the people, 
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This measure is designed to open up all the old issues then fought 
So bitterly. If it should receive the approval of the legislature and 
become a law, the resuit would be to open again wounds that have 
begun to heal, to stir up a local strife for which there is not adequate 
justification in the needs of the city and, probably, to leave the city 
disunited, disturbed, disconted and in poor condition to solve impor- 
tant business and other problems that will confront it within the near 
future. 

The present situation in this community, is much as if, after 2 
heated local option election should have been held in one of the im- 
portant counties of the State in which all the unfortunate and dis- 
tressing dissensions incident to a hotly contested election of that 
character had arisen, the defeated side, merely because a legislative 
session had intervened, had come to that legislature and had asked 
that the general laws relating to local option elections should be set 
aside so as to give them another opportunity to test their strengh 


upon the issue at a date much earlier than that permissible under the 
general law. 


The law, the provisions of which were adopted by a majority of 
the people of Boise, provides that in case its terms should be ac- 
capted, such acceptance should be binding for a term of six years. 
This provision of that law is fully known to all of the people and full 
use of it was made by opponents of the law. Yet the majority of 
the people, being fully advised, accepted it. Now those who were 
defeated come to you and ask you to change the terms of this con- 
tract and to give them another opportunity. This would be no more 
fair than it would be to permit the defeated side in a local option 
election to ask the legislature for special permission to hold another 
election to try out the issue again within six months or a year, in- 
stead of the time specified in the law; and no more fair than for 
provision to be made for giving the defeated town in a county seat 
contest an opportunity to force the issue again without awaiting the 
constitutional six years, merely because it believed a legislature 
would be willing to permit such q disturbance of conditions. 

The legislature, in my opinion, acted wisely in fixing a definite 
time during which the provisions of the new Iaw should be tried out. 
Certainly, unless the most specific and the most urgent reasons for 
modifying that law at the behest of the defeated minority should be 
given, it would be unwise and unfair for the legislature to force the 
majority to contest again for its victory. It is unfair to the law it- 
self to give it Iess opportunity to demonstrate is worth than originally 
provided: a least, unless those who first favored the law, come to the 
legislature admitting its weakness and inefficiency and asking for-re- 
lief. Not only is this not the case in this instance, but those who 
were most active in advocacy of the law are the ones who oppose fur- 
ther agitation and dissension now, while it is those who opposed it 
that now seek a new advantage. I have heard no weakness pointed 
out in the law; no sentence, paragraph or section is pointed to as 
defective or inefficient. After the new Jaw had been tried for near- 
ly a year, another election was held to elect officers. The officers 
then elected now testify to the efficiency of the law, and are num- 
bered among its strongest supporters, If the officials then elected 
were friends of the new law, their election constituted a re-endorse- 
ment of the law; if they were its opponents, their support of it now 
constitutes a vindication. In either event, the election of two years 
ago disputes the position now taken by the advocates of this bill. 

But not only do the epponents of commission government seek to 
have the legislature set aside the results of the election by which the 
law of the Eleventh Session was adopted, but they seek to do it under 
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the old election laws which were then rejected and to set aside the 
election laws adopted bÀ the majority of the people This bil] pro- 
vides that the new ciection sought to be obtained shall be "ordered 
and conducted, and the results declared generally as provided by the 
provisions of this act for the adoption thereof." The laws applicable 
for the adoption of the new law were stated m Section two thereof to 
be the zeneral election laws at that time apphcable to the city which 
was conducting the vote That is to say, the provisions of the old 
charter law, which the majority repudiated, were the laws in force at 
the adoption of the new law, and the framers of the per ding measure 
seek to £o back of the action of the people of their city and ask that 
those laws, and not the laws the people adopted, shall prevail And 
vet, the strongest argument used for the enactment of this measure is 
that the people should be given an opportunity to express their wishes! 

But in these respects, the effects of this measure would be largely 
local and might not, therefore, greatly interest most of the members 
of the lemslatrre There is another feature of this bill, however, 
whieh should affect every member of the legislature and every citizen 
of the State of Idaho 

At a meeting held on July 30, 1914, at which candidates were select- 
ed to he elected to *he legislature from Ada County to further the 
movement to set aside the law adopted by the majority of the vaters 
of Boise only two vears before, a platform of principles was also 
adopted, In this platform was the following plank 

We pledge the nomi ees for the legislature from Ada County en- 
dorsed by us to uSe their best efforts to give the people of Boise the 
opportunity to resnnta their «special charter at the earliest possible 
fate We favor such amendments of the laws of this state as will 
give the city authorities additional power to deal with the vices and 
evls commen to all cities, independent of the general laws of the 
state cad 

T have twice Mesided as Mayór of this city and I hnow what are the 
obstacles and »nflucnces that are interposed to prevent the enforce- 
ment of the Jaws against the vices and evils that flourish in cities. 
How much more world those influences be felt if all of the general 
laws relating thereto neie withdrawn and those influences invited to 
become supreme“ 

T am unwilhng to give to anv city in the state of Idaho power to 
deal with the vices ani evils common to all cities independent of the 
general laws of the state I would not be willing to become an instru- 
ment for the grant of such powers even if thereby T should carry out 
the wishes and Cesirss of the people of the city which has four times 
honored me bv giving me a majority of ite votes, and in which I have 
reared mv family and where most of mv property interests lie I am 
| firm believer in zi rz ta the people large powers of self-government. 
hut Tam not willing to carry that doctrine to the extent of giving anv 
particular gronp of people exclusive power to deal with the vices and 
evils common to all cities, Independent of the general laws of the 
state I believe that vron such questions, the welfare of the entire 
state is paramount to the right of single individuals or any group of 
mdividuals less than the entire state, and I do not believe that the peo- 
ple of Tdaho are reidy to abdicate the sovereign power of the state 
mer the control of suvh vices and evils, nor do I believe they will 
sanction such abdicaiion

Consideration of Messages From the Governor and the Senate,

I have the honor to advise you that I have this day signed and ap- 
proved House Bills No. 29 by Ingard, No, 64 by Randall, No, 128 by 
Johnston and 190 by Hunt and Hull and have filed same with the 
Office of Secretary of State.

To the Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 

I find myself unwilling to give my approval to House Bill No, 107, 
which I return herewith with my objections thereto. 

This bill provides for the creation of an additional judge for the 
Fifth Judicial District. The legislature is correct in its belief that 
relief is demanded for this district. The conditon of the Calendar 
is deplorable. Figures and statements furnished me show that in 
Pannock County alone there were, on the first day of February of this 
year, 157 civil cases and 38 criminal cases undisposed of, while in 
Power County on the first day of January, there were 82 civil cases 
and 12 criminal cases to be heard, making a total of more than 300 
cases pending before the Court for disposition. The number of cases 
pending in the other counties of the District was not shown, but it is 
admitted that this number is comparatively small and that although 
the necessity for holding at least wo terms of court in each county, 
requires much of the time of the Judge of the District, the number 
of cases does not seriously add to the difficulties, 

Were there no other method by which relief could he granted 
under such conditions, I would regard it my duty to approve this 
measure notwithstanding such approval would add considerably to 
the cost of the administration of the State Government, 

Relief, however, can be affored without material increase in the 
expenditures required and without imposing any hardships upon 
anyone, court officials or litigants, Adjoining the Fifth Judicial Dis- 
trict is the Sixth Judicial District, in which there are but three caun- 
ties, neither furnishing much business for the court, I am reliably 
informed that there is not more work in the Sixth Judicial District 
than sufficient to require more than four months of each year of the 
time of a competent and active Judge. No inconvenience whatever 
would be brought upon anyone by segregating Power County from 
the Fifth District and annexing it to the Sixth District. This would 
at once relieve the Judge of the Fifth District of anproximately one- 
third of the number of cases now pending in the two counties which 
furnish the greater portion of the business of this Court, while it still 
would not add sufficient business to the Sixth. District to hurden the 
Judge of that District. Moreover, such a change would give to each 
District a2 more equal distribution of the population. According to 
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the last census figures, the Fifth District contained a population of 
42,141. The Sixth District had a population of only 31,093. The 
population of the Ninth District, adjoming the Sixth District on the 
North, was 35,606 and the population of the Fourth District, adjoin- 
ing the Fifth District on the West, was 38,201 

The population of Power County is estimated at about 6,000. Tf 
this County were taken from the Fifth District, it would leave a 
population of 36,000, while, if it were added to the Sixth District, that 
District would have’ a population of 37,000, thus giving to these four 
districts a very even distribution 1n population 

It is true that population does not fully indicate the amount of 
court business to be transacted, still it may be accepted as a rea- 
sonable basis for division in the absence of any other showing Un- 
fortunately, no one has taken the pams to inform me of the num- 
her of cases filed in each of the counties of these districts 

This division of the districts would, in my opinion, give the re- 
quired relief at an insignificant increase in the cost, as against an 
increase of no less than $15,000 for the biennium should this bill be- 
«ome a law. B 

Moreover, out of the 58 eriminal cases reported pending m Ban- 
noek County, I find that 42 of them were what are commonly known 
as '"bootlegging" cases, while five out of the twelve criminal cases in 
lower County were the same character of cases The new law, Sen- 
ats Bill No. 50, just enacted, together with the Statewide Prohibition 
measure, Which gives promise of becoming a law, should put an end 
to «his class of cases, and I beheve that it will do so, greatly reducing 
the number of criminal cases to be disposed of in both districts,

ment is demanded is that the State was beneficiary of material and 
labor to the yalue of the judgment and ought, therefore, to pay the 
claim. The Supreme Court, with all the evidence before it, held that 
this is not true, that the transaction out of which arose his claim, 
was a personal one between the contractors upon certam State work 
and the Bank, and that none of the money involved could be traced 
to the State’s benefit The Court then said: i 
The proof does not estabhsh that it was paid to either laborers 
or materialmen. On the contrary, the money was paid by the 
bank directly to Colson & Sons on their checks, and the Cashier 
of the Bank, Mr Payne, said on the witness stand that he could 
not say where the money went or that any of it went into this 
building It is elear, therefore, that the Bank loaned the money 
directly to Colson & Sons on their own account and responsibil- 
ity, and that this was purely a personal and private transaction 
hetween the Pank and Colson & Sons The evidence, as the 
same is presented to us, fails to establish any indebtedness or 
liabihty on the part of the Board of Regents to or in favor of the 

Bank, or any habihty on the part of the State to the Bank. 

It will be seen from the evidence of the Cashier of the Bdnk that 
il 16 nnposable to establish a claim against the State because the 
Bank did nat know that the money advanced by it found its way into 
the building upon which the contractors were working. 
^ Moreover, this claim was denied by the Board of Regents and also 
by the Board of Examiners of the State at the time the facts were 
fresh in the minds of all concerned. Having been rejected by the

I return to you herewith House Bill No. 135 without approval This 
bill seeks to appropriate $17,000 for the construction of a wagon 
bridge across Snake River at Museell Ferry in Canyon and Owyhee 
counties. I believe in a wise system of internal improvements for the 
Skate, but I believe in such improvements just as I believe in wise im- 
provements in business and home affairs; that is, in such manner and 
at such time as we are able to pay for the same. 

I believe this measure possesses merit, but so do numerous other 
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bridge projects, even in addition to those considered by the legislature 
At. this session. A bill seeking to make provision for this bridge was 
enacted two years ago, but was vetoed br my predecessor because of 
the need for economy. If economie reasons would not permit the ap- 
nroval of the measure then, how much less should we be pardoned. br 
our constituents if we should provide for this expenditure after that 
necessity had so greatiy increased as it has during the past two years. 

The people who would be served by the building of this bridge are 
fortunate in having easy and speedy means of transportation by rail 
on beth sides of the river. Moreover, this bridge would constitute no 
mart of the highway system which it appears to be the policy of the 
State to develop, and it seems to me that, unless the greatest of reasons

To the Speaker and the Members of the House of Representatives: 

I am returning to you herewith House Bill No. 164 without ap- 
proval This bill seeks to appropriate $15,000 for the construction 
of a wagon bridge across the Salmon River near the mouth of White 
Bird Creek in Idaha County. 

All of the objections heretofore urged against the appropriation 
of publie funds for the construction of internal improvements applv 
here ag well ag to the other measures which have failed of approval, 
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It appears so evident that the appropriations for ihe necessary ex- 
penditures of the State Government will be so large that it will be 
only with difficulty that the people will be able to Day them, that it 
appears to me to be unwise to add to their burdens the cost of in- 
ternal improvements. What does it matter to a people made to Day 
more taxes than they can afford to pay for the necessary things of 
Government, whether they have internal improvements or 
not? If proper economy and efficiency were enforced in our State 
and local governments, there would be plenty of tax money to spare 
for internal improvements but these are all sadl. wanting. 

Idaho County, relatively to other counties of the State, does not 
raise much money for its own roads and bridges, In 1918 it raised 
for roads and bridges only $5,098.41, while during the same year, 
Clearwater County raised $30,953.08; Elmore County, $18,396.89, and 
Washington County, $27,159.96. All of these counties have a less 
assessed valuation than Idaho County and all of them have paid 
for the building of their own bridges. In fact, Idaho County raised 
less money for roads and bridges than any other single county in 
the State. ` 

This County also receives from the National Forest Reserves 
$2,349.76 for highway purposes annually, which amount wil in- 
crease from year to year until it will shortly exceed $10,000 annual- 
ly. The present sum received, or its equivalent, would pay the in- 
terest upon bonds to the amount of four times the sum asked for in 
thia bill with a fund not received by many counties at all, and ulti- 
mately this annual receipt will pay the interest upon bonds suffi- 
eient to build aM the bridzes that the county will need. 

Under such conditions, in view of the hardships existing else- 
where among taxpayers, it seems inadvisable to make this appro- 
priation, and I, therefore, return it to vou with my objections.

Consideration of Messages From the Governor and the Senate. 
To the Speaker and members of the House Of Representatives: 

I am returning to you herewith House Bill No. 95 without Execu- 
tive approval. 

This bill is entitled: “An Act Giving Force and Effect to the Ini- 
tiative and Referendum and Recall Provisions heretofore adopted and 
made a part of the Constitution of this State." 

The Constitutional Amendment providing for the Initiative in it- 
self renders this principle of direct legislation inoperative in this State 
and it would be impossible for any measure, however favorably de- 
vised, to render this principle effective except in a very few unusual 
cases of great moment to the entire State, It would be possible, under 
the amendments adopted to make the Referendum and Recall pro- 
visions effective. 

This measure, however, instead of making these principles effective, 
would in reality, if it should become a jaw, make them as ineffective 
as the Constitutional Amendment now makes the Initiative principle 
ineffective, 

This measure would also make ineffective the Initiative principle 
in those few cases in which the Constitutional amendment would per- 
mit of its becoming effective. 
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In fixing the percentage of voters required for petitions in apply- 
ing these measures, the bill under consideration adopts a course 
directly opposite to that which experience has demonstrated should 
be adopted, 

This experience, as acquired from the application of the principles 
of direct legislation in those states of the Union which have adopted 
them, shows that there should be a Tow percentage required for the 
Initiative and Referendum and a high percentage for the Recall. This 
measure fixes a high percentage for the Initiative and Referendum 
and a low percentage for the Recall In addition to that, this meas- 
ure requires the high percentage for the Initiative and Referendum 
in each of all of the counties of the State, a provision, so far as I 
am able to ascertain, that is not required in any of the twelve States 
which have secured working Statewide Initiative and Referendum 
Amendments, - 

Jt is the united opinion of all the friends of the direct legislation 
principle, who have given the subject most study, that this provision 
alone, even upon a percentage requirement of only one-half that 
specified in this bill, would render the principles inoperative, 

This bill, if it becomes a Taw, would also prevent citizens of the 
State from showing their patriotism and devotion to measures that 
they consider of importance by voluntarily circulating the petitions 
required. This js likewise regarded by all advocates of the principles 
sought to be made effective in this State as hostile to such principles, 
so much so that, in their opinion, it would prove fatal. I can find 
that no other State has any such requirement. I do find that those 
opposed to the direct legislative principle demand that such provi- 
sions be embodied in the laws providing for these measures, 

‘These are not all the objections that are urged to this measure lz 

boentes of direct legislation, but thet are sufficient to convinee me 
tet it de my Got to withhold mi approval from the measure It 
onald he better to have no law seeking to make these valuable prin- 
titles effective than to have one whose apparent effetiveness is not 
wal and which would rather bring the principles into. disrepute.

Reports of Select. Committecs. 

The Committea appointed to investigate State Departments there- 
upon submitted its reports regarding the Carey Aet Trust Fund and 
the State Engineers Department, the State Land Board, the Jen- 
ness and Barnes loan, the Capital News and the Pure Food De- 
partment. The said reports are as follows: 


Report No. 3. 
To the Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 

During the investigation by your Committee, the Carey Act De- 
partment came under the scrutiny of its members, but it might be said 
at the outset that because of the fact that the Ada County Grand 
Jury, sitting at this time, had pogsession of some of the papers 
which your Committee needed in the prosecution of its work, the 
investigation as instituted, was, by no means, complete. We, there- 
fore, desire to state at the beginning of this report that the con- 
clusions which we have drawn and herewith pregent are conclusions 
which come from an investigation that is not as thorough as your 
Committee would have desired. 

By way of introduction, it might be said that about three mil- 
lion acres have been segregated by the United States Government 
to the State of Idaho for reclamation purposes, Of this three mil- 
Hon acres about one million eight hundred thousand acres have 
actually been patented to the State, and in addition application has 
been made, or is beimg prepared, in order that it may be made, for 
Something over three hundred thousand additional acres that have 
been made available, In the selection of this three million acres, 
no particular sections or townships were designated. There Was à 
statement in general that it should be selected from unentered, 
desert, public lands in the State. 

The method of procedure in the segregation of Carey Act projects 
in general was as follows: Capitalists or irrigation companies would 
represent to the State Board of Land Commisalonera that they 
were prepared financially and otherwise to irrigate a certain tract 
of land, describing the land under the provisions of the Carey Act; 
that they contemplated taking the water for this purpose from 
given sources, and that it would be brought to the land in a speci- 
fied way. They included with this representation that the estimated 
cost would be a certain amount and that the amount procured for 
the reclamation of the particular land involved would be a cer- 
tain figure. Upon this proposal for segregation, the Board ordi- 
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narily turned over to the State Engineer the plans and specifica- 
tions offered by the parties heretofore mentioned, who would be 
expected to investigate and make a report of the advisability and 
feasibility of the proposition as offered, whereupon the Land Board, 
upon the report of the Engineer, might either grant or reject the 
proposition. Thereafter the parties whose proposition had been 
accepted by the Land Board would proceed to arrange for the sale 
of the lands to prospective buyers and begin the construction of 
the works necessary to put the water upon the lands covered by 
the segregation At the time of presenting this petition to the 
Land Board’ for a segregation, it was necessary for the Company 
to include therewith a certified check in the sum of $25000 as 
an indication of good faith in the matter; this being in accordance 
with section 1616 of the Revised Codes Upon the granting of the 
petition there Was an additional requirement of & bond in the sum 
of five per cent. of the estimated cost for the faithful completion 
of the work, 

It is the judgment of your Committee that the pornutting of ir- 
rigation companies to sell lands or to open for entry lands to be 
supplied by water, canals, and Works without placing thereupon 
restrictions as to how much of the work must be completed be- 
fore such sale or entry of such land could be made, was bad in 
practice and has proven in many instances disastrous to the set- 
tlers, 

According to the testimony, these settlers were led to believe 
that they would receive the full protection of the State, in fact, 
that the State was back of the project, and because of this fact 
they could lose nothing. AS a matter of fact, under the law, there 
apnears to be no protection for them whatever so far as the State 
is eoneerned. These settlers have, in many instances, been de- 
ceived and because of misrepresentations made, they feel that the 
Stite is obliged to so adjust matters that they will get full return 
for the investment which they have made, In other words, it is 
the judgment of Jour Committee that promoters of Carey Act 
projects have taken advantage of the State in representing to pros- 
pective settlers that they could lose nothing because the State was 
hehind the project. This is a deplorable fact, and your Committee 
findS great difficulty in placing the responsibility for this condition 
of affairs. A 

It is recommended to this House that further investigation along 
this line Sheuld be made by the State for the purpose of giving 
to the general publie ali the faets in the case and in order to fix, 
if possible, exactly where the responsibility *for this deplorable con- 
dition rests. 

It would appear further to your Committee that by implication 
the Land Board might be expected to investigate this financial re- 
sponsibility of irrigation companies proposing to establish projects, 
but this, as a matter of fact, is wholly bv implication There does 
not appear any law or statute requiring the Land Board to do this. 
Were the Land Board composed wholly of men devoting their en- 
tira time to this work, it would appear that good business judg- 
ment would bring about such an investigation. However. inas- 
much as it is composed of State officers whose onerous duties on 
a multiplicit. of boards take so much of their time and require 
them to enter so many different fields Such investigation by the 
Land Board, as at present composed, could hardly he expected, 
particularly where there is no law or statute requiring such in- 
vestigation 

It is the judgment of your Committee that the Carey Act Trust 
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Fund Was and is a fund never to be entirely kept and accumulated 
by the State; that from the receipts of any particular project the 
proper expenses of the State relating to such project were and are 
to be paid; that any profis remaining from any and all Carey Act 
projects were and are in turn to be used br the State in reelaiming 
still other arid lands. Thus the fund remaining when there are no 
more arid lands tq reclaim would be the only fund to be left for 
accumulation or disposal, In the testimony of the State Engineer, 
one of the members of your Committee put the following question: 

“Q. In reality the Carey Act Trust Fund was only that which 
remained after the expense of administering Carey Act projects 
has been taken care of?” 

To this question, Mr. Herbert E. Wing, State Engineer, made 
reply: That is according to my understanding of it.“ 

On page 221 of the transcript of the testimony produced bef: re 
your Committee at the time Herbert E, Wing, State Engineer, . s 
giving testimony, a member of the Committee put the follon.ng 
question: 

“Q. The section of the Statute, Mr. Wing, to which you refer, 
Was section 1627, and I just refer to it at this time because * ri 
have mentioned it, and to what you * * * say constitute a 
Carey Act Trust Fund, That is what is meant by the Statute— 
I will just read that— And any balance remaining over and above 
the expenses necessary to carry out the provisions of this Chant: r. 
shall constitute a trust fund in the hands of the State Treasur r, 
to be used only for the reclamation of arid lands. Thus you draw 
the deduction, and any other amount received from this Cay 
Act project is a trust fund'2'"* 

The answer by Mr. Wing was: "I so understand it." 

“Q. Then is this statement in the Governor's message accord g 
to the facts—are they correct? That is, the money received from 
Carey Act projects hecome a trust fund in the hands of the St.te 
Treasurer as soon as they are received by him?" 

"A. I could not so construe the statute, It is the remainder or 
the residue that becomes the trust fund.” 

This 18 also the construction of the Statute placed by the mcn: 
bers of sour Committee. 

From the testimony produced before your Committee, it appe ers 
that in the filings that are made on water rghts, the law is so 
worded that the State Engineer is 1equired to accept the filing of 
any individual for a water right even though prior filings hase 
heen made, taking up ail of the normal second feet. 

The testimony further showed to Your Committee that uelas ns 
ally an individual making the subsequent or additional fling did ret 
realize that he was taking chances of ever securing anything on 
that for which he had filed, In other words, except dufing fi od 
or freshet flow, his only chance of securing any water right M- 
ever depended upon some of the individuals who had made thor 
prior fiings and failed to put the water rights Which they hud 
secured to beneficial use before the expiration of the statutory 
period, It is the judgment of your Committee that in permitting 
these filings, which the State Engineer must accept, future litixa- 
tion may be piled up that will not only cause additional criticism 
against the State Engineer, but will, in addition, cost, through cout 
and other expenses, to the people of the State. a great deal of 
money. This criticism will naturally be directed against the State 
Engineer, although under the present law, there appears to be no 
discreation vested in him to refuse to grant these water rights when. 
ever request for them is made. 
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Two difficulties present themselves which make legislative en- 
actment to correct this evil difficult. The State Constitution pro- 
vides that "the right to appropriate unappropriated waters of the 
State shall never be denied,' and with the possible exception of a 
few streams in the State, the State Engineer would not be justified 
in refusing a permit, The reason for this is that at some time dur- 
mg the year there would, no doubt, be surplus water flowing in 
tha stream, namely, either flood or freshet flows. Any legislation, 
therefore, looking to the restriction of the right of an individual to 
uvail himself of such water as may be obtained at such time, might 
he productive of as much evil as such restriction would seek to 
nrevent. 

We find, that in many instances Carey Act projects have been 
instituted and carried along by permitting the promoter to induce 
4s many people as he ean to enter into water contracts for water 
rights who have been advised that the State of Idaho is back of 
the project; that the State has had only superficial supervision; that 
nisle:dingz advertisements hase been placed in papers of what is 
sroposed to give prospective entrymen; promises have been made 
end people have been induced to make water contracts with the re- 
sult that the money which has been received from entrymen has 
Seen used to float the company, and that because of these things, 
the stigma that has resulted because of failures has largely fallen 
‘pon the State of Idaho. It is the judgment of your Committee 
tnat some regulation should be made by the State to put a check 
mon the advertising literature that may be circulated by the pro- 
moters of Carey Act projects, sa that representations made cannot, 
on effect, be representations that the State of Idaho is making the 
Promisa This will tend to avoid in the future the odium which 
in the past has attached to the State because of the representations 
made in such literature. Further provision by statute should be 
made prohibiting the opening of Carey Act lands for settlement un- 
til a certain amount of construction work is campleted, or until 
such time as water has been substantially provided. 

We, your Committee, have made a thorough investigation of the 
delinquent loans shown on the hooks in the Land Office and we 
find that on January first, 1915, the books shew delinquent loins 
in the amount of $394,562.00 with delinquent interest amounting 
to $41,210.62. On many of these loans the last payment of inter- 
est was made January first, 1911; others are delinquent since Janu- 
wry first, 1913, while a few have but twelve months delinquent in- 
terest. We found that a great many of these loans have been made 
to parties residing in or near the city of Boise, in fact, about 3185, 
"09.00 out of the $394,560 0% in loans have been made to parties 
in and near Boise. There has been no law regulating the amount 
that could be loaned to any one person and we find one loan of 
525,000.00 made to Wiliam A. Ranhin of Boise. This loan is on 
ninety-one acres of land near Boise. From the information we 
eould get we believe the loan is well secured in this case as in other 
cases of loans that are dehnquent. This loan shows interest de- 
linquent since July first, 1913, amounting to $1800.00. We find ‘a 
number of other loans ranging jn amounts from twelve to fourteen 
thousand dollars, some of which are delinquent since January first, 
1911. 

We found from the testimony that the State Land Board has 
taken no action on these delinquent loans though the Registrar has 
valled the attention of the Board to these delinquencies numerous 
times, We learned from the evidence that the State now has about 
two and a fourth million dollars invested in farm loans and from 
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the evidence brought out it shows that about seventeen per cent o? 
these loans are now delinquent. This is a deplorable condition and 
we feel that the State Land Board has been verv negligent in hand- 
Ing these delinquent loans, We would recommend that ther pra- 
ceed to enforce the collection of the interest on these delinquent 
loans Without further delay and if the interest cannot be collected 
that foreclosure proceedings be instituted, As stated above we feel 
that the State is amply secured, but we do not approve of this 
Sack Business method, 
Report. No. 4. 

To the Speaker and Membere of the House of Representatives: 

Based upon two complaints, filed respeetivel; be J. G. Watts of 
Mountainhome and W. A. Broadhead of Hatley, Your Committee 
made an investigation of the manner in which indemnity school 
lands are selected and leases. The Complaints of Mera Watts 
and Broadhead in particular charged two things, (13 that selec- 
tions of indemnits school lands were made contrary to the provisions 
of Section £ of the Idaho Admission Act, which section provides 
that such selections rhall he made in sub-divisiong of not less than 
one quarter section; (2) that such selections were also made con- 
trary to the provisions of the above section and law in that they 
Were not as “contiguens ag may be to the section in Hou of which 
the same is taken.” 

Your Committee finds that se far as these two particular charge: 
are concerned, the complaints were well founded: In other words, 
the State Land Board for many sears has been mahing selections 
ef indemnity school lands in lew than one quarter section, and 
during the same time has paid little or no attention to the reqiüre- 
ments that such selections shall be aa contiguous as may be to the 
section in lieu of which the same is taken, In defense of this prac- 
tice and custom, it was teatified before sour Committee by Land 
Commissioner George Dav, that many hundreüs of thousands of 
acres of indemnity school lands selected in this manner, have been 
patented ^v the Government of the United Stateg. The position of 
the State Land Board seems to have been and still to be, that the 
Idaho Admission Act was, In general effect, a contract or agreement 
between the Government of the United States on (ne part and the 
State of Idaho on the other part, that the two contracting parties 
had agreed to abrogate or to disrégard the conditions laid down in 
Section 4 of this Admission Act; and that the wisdom of such course 
Was justified by the reaults obtained. 

Your Committee's attention has been culled to the Ninth Bien- 
nial Report of the State Land Department, submitted to former 
Governor Gonding, under date of Devember 1, 1905, and partien- 
larlv to pages eight and nine of that report, The followinsz sen- 
tence is taken from page 9 of this report: 

“Sate. tions have bern made in small tracts of forts acres, no matte! 
how far apart, providing the partles desiring these lands would 
guarantee that they would pay at least $10.00 per nere for the same 
when clear listed or patented to the State.” This feature of our 
work is exceedingly important, for the reason that every acre se- 
lected should bring at least $14.04, meaning much toward the de~ 
velopment of our common senools and Paving the property owners 
increased taxes.” 

The testimony of Mr. Dav concerning the following of thig par- 
ticular custom wax that for more than ten years, the State Land 
Board had been selecting indemnity schoo} lands in forty-acre tracts 
instead of one hundred and sixty acre tracts, and that for the same 
length of time, it had advised and permitted these selectiong ta be 
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made without regard to the contiguity of the indemnity lands to 
tae lieu lands. This same custom prevails at the present time 

It was also testifed by Mr. Das that the State Land Board has 
been and now is inviting all citizens to bring to the attention of 
the Land Board, lands which may be selected as indemnity school 
pda with advantage to the State. When these lands have been 
pe urately survesed and iceated by a surveyor, and particularly when 
the individual asking the selection to be made, has guaranteed that 
he would pay at least $10.00 per dere for the same when clear 
Ysted or patented to the State, the Board proceeds to make such 
selection. It was pointed out by Mr. Day in his testimony that this 
13a wise course in that the State Land Board, itself, could not pre- 
rame o make examination of lands scattered all over the State, 
‘ct that if it had citizens of the State constantly on the outlook 
rp favorable and advantageous selections, it would increage the 
‘fficiency of the Land Board in acquiring the most favorable in- 
* mite achool lands that the State possesses, The evidence showed 
tat selections made in this manner were frequently leased as graz- 
i z hinds hy the individuals ashing to have selections made. These 
^ aces gre often exeeuted to such Individuals in advance of any pub- 
„ation made by the Land Beard to the effect that it is proposed 
t. make such selections, The advertisements notify the public that 
‘te State of Idaho has filed with the United States Land (Office, 
1 certain list of lands that the State has selected to fill its grant, 
"oe the evidence before sour Committee showed that the rea- 
*n for publishing such advertisements was to permit objection to 
* made fo the State bs any parties or indivíduals on the ground 
tt the lands selected were mineral in character, sour Committee 
> of the opinion that one of the objects of such advertisements 

wuld he the notification of all citizens of the purpoxre of the State 
^ order that ali citizens might hase an equal chance in bidding 
“ay the lease of such lands. 

it is charged in the complaint of Mr. Watts that certain selections 
"f forty-acre tracts made bx the State, had been leased to W. T. 
"tentzomery of Mountainhome six weeks before the first publication 
4f the notice that the State had filed the list of thc lands with the 
Unneg States Land Office. In this respect, we find the complaint 
^. error. It appears that the lands thus selected were leased to Mr. 
Montgomery under date of October 20th, 1914, and that the first 
1, Mication of the notice: of the listing of these lands was made 
21. the Glenns Ferre Gazette under date of October 14th, 1914. 

It is also charged in these complaints that selection of indemnity 
s hool funds in forty-acre tracts often resulted in selections of so 
rany Of the springs and watering places in the vicinity of public 
Srazing hinds and that a monopoly of the State public grazing lands 
“og gecured to the persons who obtained leases of these selections, 
The testimony, however, showed that the terms of leases to grazing 
lands do not permit the fencing and enclosing of springs and water- 
ing places So far as your Committee vould astertain this condi- 
Yon of refusing permission to the lessee to fence these springs and 
watering places existed in unwritten, but universally enforced rule 
of the State Land Board, rather than in plain and concise terms 
inserted in the lease itself. In this connection, Mr. Dav testified 
that to his knowledge no lessee of grazing lands, which included 
the spring or watering place, had ever been permitted to fence the 
same against cattle turned on the public grazing land It appeared 
hb, further testimony of Mr. Day that since the above complaints 
had been filed, the practice had been inaugurated by the State Land 
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Beard to insert in leases of grazing lands which contains springs 
or watering places, x pereise prohibition against fencing the same. 

Your Committee suggested to Mr. Day during his examination and 
it mow advises in this report that the State Land Bcard take measures 
to notify the citizens af the State more fully than they have been 
motified that individuals max point out to the Board lands which 
may be selected as indemnity scheol lands with advantage to the 
State. It appears to your Committee that had this fact been gen- 
erally known to the citizens of the State, the complaints of Mr 
Watts and Mr, Breadhead would not have been made. The im- 
presion appears to prevail that in making selection of indemnity 
school landa nich are pointed out by individuals, the Board is con- 
ducting 2 campaign of favoritism, partieularly when the land so se- 
lected is leased at once to the individual pointing out the same. II 
leases of such lands to individuals were not executed until the public 
had keen fully informed by advertisement of the selection of these 
lands, it might well be that the price per acre received for such 
leases would be Increased be à Competitive bidding on the same. 

Your Committee also investigated the matter of a complaint made 
by ene W. N. Humphries to the effect that a certain State land 
sale advertised to take place in the City of Twin Faus on June 15th. 
1914, was in fact never heid, although, as alleged by the said com- 
Paint, the Land Commissioner told the complainant on the dar 
following the sale that four forty-acre tracts were sold. 

Yo rr Committee «questioned Land Commissioner George A. Da: 
at some length and with great particularity concerning this com- 
plaint, an ame ta the conclusion that the complainant must have 
been mistaken; that in fect a last sale was held as advertised in the 
City of Twin Falls on the 18th day of June, 1914, and that at sail 
sale thirteen forts-acre tracts were duly sold. The witness, Das 
stated to the Committee that this was the smallest land sale that 
he ever held; that only a few people attended the same and that 
upen one forty-acre tract only was there any competitive biddin- 
The sale was advertised ta take place at 1:36 o'clock in the after- 
noon, and the witness stated that the sale was begun just as neat 
1.36 o'clock in the afternoon as could possible he. The names 
of the various purchasers were W. M. Hle, Henry Jones, Alvert 
Jones and IJ. W. Snodgrass. 

In conclusion of this examination into the administration of af- 
fairs of the State Land Board by its Land Commissioner, George 
A. Day, eur Committee submits the final statement of the witness. 
as follows: 

“l want to say to this Committee here the State is losing Ome 
Million and a Quarter Dollars a vear in their timber lands. We 
have 788, 000 acres of timber. Most of that timber is now ripe. It 
should be marketed, I have on file now right here applications for 
over a half milion dollars worth of timber, It should be sold. 
It wouldn't be over one tree per acre going to decay every year 
to amount to 51.238, 0%, nnd I claim that this Land Department 
showd be under the control of a board of Supervisors. There is 
ample work ta heep them busy all the time in the handling ant 
administering of the 3,000,000 acres belonging to the State, and 
among that the 740,004 acres of timber. I claim the timber is ripe 
and thé time when a, crop is ripe is the time to market it and there 
should be an extra effort made even though they have to go and 
seek a market somewhere to get rid of this timber This Depart- 
ment is turning over to the Resister annually between $750,000 
and $1,000,000 a Fear and it could be increased to two or three 
millions, if it wag properly handled with enough help, with a Board 
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that had it under their supervision and could talk about it and 
es mael about it and had their heart in it, and under the conditions 
zs they are, with all due respect to the Board—the Land Board, 
thes are so engrossed with their own duties, pertaining to their 
own offices, that they can’t set the time and nut the thought into 
tee Land Department that it requires, Thar is exactly the way Y 
feel about it." 
o “As a matter of fact, Mr. Dar, vou, as Land Commissioner, 
are the Land Board?” 
A. “The responsibility rests npon me"

Insinuations Against Public Officers. 

Belieevinz that among the major reasons actuating the Horse of 
Representatives in passing the resolution directing the appointment 
o? Jaur Committee were charges and insinuations of malfeasance 
e "tained in the public press against officers of the State other than 
te convicted State Treasurer and his deputy, your Committee in- 
xexEmated several of the gravest of such charges and herewith re- 
ports itg finding from such investigation. 

™ ita issue of September 29th. 1914, the “Evening Capital News,” 
2 . 4s$paper printed and published at Boise, Idaho, by the Capital 
X. us Publishing Company. prbhshed an artiele under the head-lines 
o7 “Another Loan Exposed Which Involves Register of the State 
I ud Board. XN. Jenness and J. F. Barnes borrowed Three Times 
meh aa Value of Security permits and paid no Interest.” 

Jue Committee investigated info the alleged facts set forth in 
t^. artiele and finds: That in June, 1813. N. Jenness was and for 
sane time prior thereto, had been the Register of the State Land 
Beards and he has continued in said office to the present dayi 
A that er the 26th of May, 1913, Said N Jenness, together with 
sod J. F. Barnes made application, in the usual form, for a loan 
% Bots 2, g. 4 3, 6 and 7 in Section 4, Township 13 N., Range 4 
1. t. containing 161.22 acres, situnted in Boise County near the line 
of the Idaho Northern Ratinay: State Land Commissioner. George 
A Vay, selected one Arnold Nickels, a resident m the neizhbor- 
hood of said land, te appraise said property and report: that said 
Arild Michels was nof interested in said land or in seid loan, nor 
i» anywise assucinted or connected with either N. Jenness or J. F. 
Bornes: that he appraised the said land, without the improvements 
thereon. at the sum of $8,159.00; that thereafter In the month of 
Acoust, 1918, the State Board of Land Commissioners granted a 
fein of $2700 00 on said land: that the delay between the appraise- 
ment and the granting of the Ioan was caused by imperfections in 
the title which were pointed out hi the Attorney General and were 
tarrested; that at the time of tho said article in the Capit yews 
interest on said loan was past due, which interest has, h ver, 
me been paid and only the interest for the semi-annual periad 
from July 1, 1914, to January 1. 1913, is an arrears; that the real 
vie at the present time is estimated to he about $5,600.00. 

in its issue of September 30, 1914, the Capital News in am edi- 
torial stated that Mr. Jenness borrowed this money out of the school 
fend of the State for the purpose of purchasing this land and that 
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he was speculating with state funds. The former statement is not 
according to the facts found by your Committee because it was 
shown by the evidence that the land was purchased by Mr, Jenness 
and his associate, J. F. Barnes, on March 8, 1912, or almost a year 
before application was made for the loan. It should be stated alse 
that Mr. Jenness and Mr. Barnes paid $5,600.40 for the land which 
was at the time encumbered by first mortgage of $1220,00 and ser- 
ond mortgage in the sum of $1006.00, which mortgages were as- 
sumed. 

From the facts thus brought out, Jour Committee concludes that 
nil macecdings concerned in and surrounding this loan were reg- 
ular and different in no essential from those employed hy the Land 
Board in making loans generally that the decrease in the value of 
said land is due merely to the fall in the price of the land in its 
neighborhood und not to am intentional over-appraisement at the 
time of the granting of the loan. 

But. while we conclude that the proceedings were regular and tha 
we believe the money loaned is safe and secure, we do not sanctw 
the pi Hey of the Land Board in granting loans to its employes er 
to Stite officers. As long as the State Land Board grants such 
loans, it cannot escape the criticism of favoritism shown, no matter 
how sufficient the security offered, particularly when applicatiors 
by persons not connected with State offices are sometimes rejected 
The practice of granting such luang to employes or officials, thouczi 
ever so impartially and carefully made, is certain to arouse in th 
publie mind suspicions of favoritism aud ought to be discontinued 
and ta this extent the Committee finds the criticism of the Capita’ 
News concerning the loin to Mr. Jenness, justified, but in succeed 
ing issues of its paper the Capital News, by insinuating articles and 
by innuendo, gave to the general public the impression that M: 
Jenness, un officer of the State, was guilty of a felony. and that the 
Governor and other States officers were purposely shielding him. 

Particularl is this true of ita issue of October 24, 1914, at that 
time the defalcations in the State Treasurer's office had been dis- 
eovered and the Treasurer been sent to the Penitentiary. In th 
editorials last above referred to, the Capital News referred to th 
fact of Allen's incarceration in the penitentiary and in a succeedi: 
paragraph uxed these words : “Next, as the barber sass. And te 
Think that Jenness is First on the Waiting List!" 

Mr. Broxon, the managing editor of the Capital News, admittec 
writing these editorials and also admitted that he had no facts of 
wronz-doing on the part of Register Jenners other than those evolved 
m the proeuring of the loan to him, as above set forth, which, Mr 
Broxon stated, constituted or Included no criminal act. Mr. Broxon 
Also admitted to this committee that the contents and relative posi- 
trons of these editorial paragraphs authorized the Inference of the 
general reader that Mr. Jenness was tha next candidate for punish- 
ment for crime, though he denied that he intended that conclusion. 

Having investigated and cleared up thís matter and shown that 
there was no crime or act of malfeasance involved in any of these 
transactions, perhaps your Committee should consider that its duties 
in thia regard have been completed. We believe it germane, how- 
ever, and cannot refrain from remarhing that we deplore this kind 
of editorial work on the part of anv newspaper; it is not legitimate 
eriticigm of publie officials and asavorg of yellow journalism. It is 
to the press that the average voter looks for information coneern- 
ing affairs of state and unless the press takes a high, dignified and 
honorable stand on political matters, its Influence is destructive to 
the best interests of the State, 
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We, your Committee, believe that by reason of the state of mind 
of the general public at the time of the last editorials referred to 
which state of mind resulted from the defaleation of the State 
Treasury, and by reason of the juxtaposition of the paragraph refer- 
ring to Allen's incarceration in the Penitentiary and the one com- 
mencing with the word "Next" and then referring to Mr. Jenness, 
that a substantial injustice was done to Register Jenness by the 
Capital News through the articles and editorials referred to. 


One of the charges submitted to your Committee, was that a cer- 
tain item o£ $14 32 pald by said J. H. Wallis to the Capital News and 
hy Wallis thereafter collected from the State as part of his expense 
account, Was in fact a private aceount by the Capital News against 
Wallis, and not a proper claim aginst the State, of which facts the 
Capitol News had cognizance. Your Committee investigated this 
charge, and finds as follows: 

In the month of December, James H. Wallis was m New York City 
wttendiny a meeting of the National Civic Federation While there, he 
«ent a telegram to the Capital News whieh the latter published in its 
"sue of December 13, 1915, under the head lines: “Correlation in 
Health Work is Urged hy Wallis; Idaho Pme Food Commissioner De- 
vers Notable Address at meeting of Natonal Civie Fedetation.” 
„Cantal News Special Service.)“ 

The telegraph tolls on this messege were 810.37 Mhich the Cipital 
News paid. A few days thereafter, hut before the return of Wallis 
from New York, a reporter from the Capital News-appeared at the of 
ince of the State Pume Food Commis-ioner and ashed of the book- 
Leeper In the Pare Food Commissioners office, reimbursement for the 
oils paid; the boohheeper refused to pav on the ground that he had 
Ue authority fram Weis fev so dome, The rep, nter thereafter called 
unte GY tore more at the Pure Food Commaasionet'’s office, for the 
Sime purpose, but payment was again refused Thereafter, “When 
Wall returned, the boakheener ainforiued him of the demands of the 
pital News, when Wallis fustracted nim ta pay the same. There- 
Vion, George I. Flehartv, Cashier and Bookkeeper af the Capital 
News, called at the Pure Food. Commissioner's office, and was pail by 
the hookReeper the sum of 814.52 out of the “petty cash fund“ in th- 
office of the Pure Food Commissioner, This amount was mace up of 
mo items, of which $1057 was for the telegram hereinbefore men- 
Haned, and the Daaunee, or 53.75. appears in the cash baa of the 
Capital News as "Eastern Idoho Press Association," Ma. Fleh wti 
testified that Eastern Idaho Press Assoeyation meant Mr, Wallis. The 
em of RLST appears on said cash hoah of the Capital News as 
“apear, James Wallis,’ but Mr. Fieharts testiffed that it was the 
maant paid as tolls for this telegram The receipt ghen nw Flehartx 
en the oveasion of receiving this pavment of $1132 is as follaws: 
"ILansary 30, 1914, Receb ed of Tomes H. Walks, State Dorr Poet ane 
Sanitary Inspector, Fourteen and 32-100 Dollars. Capital News Pu 
lishing t'o. 

FLENARTY,” 

It is a receipt tahen from a printed blink pad ar hook of reeeipts, 
ond though the blank has a space or line on which to specifi what 
the payment is or was for, this Ime 2n the eas* under consideratie r, ja 
teft bhank, . 

This petty cash fund, out o£ which the Caphal News paid for this 
item of $14 32 was itself manev belonging te the State of Idaho, hept 
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by Wallis for cenvenienee in paying small items, The receipt. aboye 
set forth, was thereafter attached, with certain other vouchers, ta 4 
claim subscribed and sworn to by Wallis, filed with the State Auditer, 
Allowed hy the Board of ENarriners, and paid by the State Treasurer 
The item on this sworn claim corresponding in amount with the re- 
ceipt is designated as printing circular letters, $14,352," 

It thus appears, and your Committee finds, that Mr. Wallis in his 
claim for reimbursement from the State for the tolls paid for this 
telegram, (including therewith the Eastern Idaho Press Associition 
item), falsely designated the dame us printing circula: letters,“ and 
the Capital News in giving its receipts to Wallis faded te specify what 
the payment was for, and in its cash book falsely decignated the same 
as “paper, James H. Wallis“ 

Another charge relates to an item of “Ruled parer" in the sum of 
516.00. This charge was made under date of March 10, 1914, 

Mr. C. Lee French, the hookkeeper in the Pure Food Department at 
the time testified that the Pure Food Department did not receive an 
order of ruled paper from the Capital News at this time or any other 
time; that the voucher was made up to cover some other item; that 
the voucher was made up by Mr. Fleharty; that he (Mr. French) pre. 
sented the voucher to Mr. Wallis and told him thit no ruled paper had 
been received but that Mr. Wallis ordered the voucher filed for pay- 
ment. 

This testimony of Mr. French is corroborated by that of My. Fle- 
harty, the bookkeeper for the Capital News who testified that the 
backs of the Capital News showed no charge agairst the Pure Food 
Department or any other Department of the State Government in 
Mareh, 1514. 

From these facts, the conclusion is irresistible thut the State of 
Idaho has been defrauded out of amounts set forth bs its then pure 
food commissioner, either with the active or passive connivance of the 
Capital News. 

Another crarge submitted to your committee relates to i voucher 
against the Pure Food Department under date of June 25, 1815, an 
which a charge was made of $16.50 for one thousand pamphlets, The 
voucher shows on its face that the figure "1" in the "1040" has been 
changed, to "2" thus making the number *200u* and the amount als 
shows a change in this, that the same has been raised by writing over 
the figures, $10.50, the figures, "$22.00," This item is deserving of 
further investigation for it is a matter of common knowledge that if 
100) pamphlets were to eost the sum of $10.56, 2000 pamphlets would 
cost 2 sum considerably less than twice that amount, or less than 

21.00, whereas the charge was made $22.50. 

Still other charges submitted to your committee relate to the 
payment for James H. Wallis of his personal accounts with the (pital 
News, such as Subscription, out of State money, through the device 
of haring these accounts charged on the regular vouchers of the 
Capital News against the State under other names ar designation, but 
this matter your committee did not fird time to investigate further 
than to develop the fact that herein Hes an important field xor further 
and more detailed Investigation. . 

Having laid bare these facts, we leave the duty of such further 
investigation to disclose responsibility for there “grafts” to those 
whose duty it is under the law to investigate matters of this kind. 

Your Committee regrets that the time at its command did not 
permit it to fully investigate all matters referred to it, but it has 
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conscientiously made the best use of the limited time at its dis- 
posat. The duties required of its members as members of the House 
were too onerous to permit of their giving the time to these inves- 
tigations that we believe the subject merits.

To the Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 

We, your Committee on Investigation, beg leave to report that we 
have had under investigation matters pertaining to the Public Build- 
ing and Endowment Fund, and proceedings hag and contracts en- 
tered into by the Capitol Commission in the course of the construc- 
tion of the State Capitol. 

Your Committee heard a great deal of testimony, but at this time 
desires to report specifically its findings on the apparent irregu- 
larities In the accounts of said Commission as pointed out in a re- 
port on the condition of the said Public Building and Endowment 
Fund made to the Governor by W. H. Gleason under date of Janu- 
ary 14, 1914, 

Irregularities regarding the sale of the bonds for the erection of 
the Capitol Building and also the expenditure of funds to various 
contractors, have been claimed. According to the testimony offered 
before your Committee, we find as follows: 

During the year 1911 a bond sale of $750,000 was negotiated for 
the purpose of raising money for the erection of the Capitol Build- 
ing, and in conjunction therewith an additional sale of bonds in the 
sum of over $300,000 took place for various purposes, among them, 
bonds for the Idaho State Penitentiary, the Idaho Industrial School, 
the Idaho Soldiers Home, etc, At the time this bond sale was ne- 
gotiated, there was an unusual tightness in the bond market of the

country, and although previously, bonds for State purposes had read- 
ily been sold for four per cent., at this time difficulty wax encountered 
in negotiating a sale, = Governor James H. Hawley, together with 
Attorney General D. C. MeDougal, and State Treasurer O. V. Allen 
were in Chicago for "ihe purpose of diwposing of these bonds on 
the lest terma obtainable. It was nmertained by Governor Haw- 
ley at this time that a large bond issue had been authorized by the 
@ity of Chicago at four per cent, According to testimony, bonds of 
that City had always found ready sale at that price, but that in 
this instance it was impossible to place the bonds at four por cent 
rate, The abore named offiviais desired to obtain the best results 
and advertised far bids in the Chicaga papers, enumerating the bond 
isucs offered by the State of Idaho and requesting bids. No less 
than Sixteen bids were received and the best termes offered were those 
which were finally accepted. These terms for the sale of the $750,000 
bond issue at a rate of four and one-half per cent, and the other state 
bond issues at the rate of four per cent, all going te one bidder, a 
bonus of about £12,000 being paid Ir cause of the combination of the 
two issus Ea-Governer Hau lev's testimens was to the effect that 
had it net beon neeessaty to rell the four per event. panis in con- 
junction with the four and ane-half per cent, bonde, a bonus of be- 
tween $30,560 and $20,668 might have been reveived for the bonds 
drawing the higher rate. Ex-Governor Ii e' testimony in part is 
as follows: “If we would not have made u ite of the authorized 
bands Outside of the Camtel Byilding Donde, great confusion would 
have resulted. As I stated before, the law wih not permit a discount 
toG he made; that all honds must he sold at their par value at Teast. 
We would hate been unable te carr: out the wishes et the Legisla- 
ture, but realized that for the betterment and improvement that had 
heen authorized and directed to te made during ms term of offir, 
it would be lest te make the arrangements we have carried out." 
Your Commuttee is therefore of the opinion that this bond sale was

Your (Committee desirer to rall attention in this connection to the 
signat ^ ef the members of the ÜCapitol Commision on Estimate 
No, . The gsicnature of James II. Hawley, as Chairman of the Capi- 
tol Building Commission was not genuine, The testimony ix to the 
effect that Mr. TI d, private £eerctars, and Mise Katherine Helfrich, 
clerk, occasionally signed the Governors name m his absence, and 
the, did sa without adding therets thelr gun name or initials, ar 
apithine clo te show that auch aisnatures were not in the Ger- 
nars own handwriting. The testimony shows that no anthoarity was 
given ta the Sceretary or the clerk to so sign the Governor's namo, 
This practice should not he permitted. It ix the Judgment of your 
Committee that in all matters répuring the signature of any State 
officer, no aecretary, deputy or clerk. should sign the inme of hix 
Chief unless specially authorised by law so to do, and then onl; by 
adding hls own name and title of deputy or clerk thereto, 
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Your Committee also investigated the sStores-Murphy* contract. 
Our finckns is Chat the report already submitted in the Fourth Bi- 
ennial Report of the Idaho State Commission to the effect that an 
overpayment af $1452.00 Mas made those contractors is correct. The 
particular payment as shown hy the above report is evidenced by 
Voucher No, S755, dated June 17th. 1911, warrant No, 24. The error 
arose from a failure to charge, as well as to eredit, the above amount 
of $1452.00; the result o£ this was an over-payment te the contractors 
in the Same amount. Steps shod be taken At onee by the Capitol 
3uihnng Commission or the proper officials to secure the repayment 
of this money to the State, 

The furniture contract of the Wolaerer Manufacturing Company, 
and the plumbin- and heating contract of John F. Ceoney, were in- 
vestigated, and no testimony was pradueed to indicate that there 
Was any cause for criticism in these matters. Regarding the John 
F. Cooney contact. the testimony produced before your Commatee 
wes to the effect that a misanderstanding had arisen between the 
certracton and the Capitol Building Commussion with the result that 
sald differences Were submitted before an arbitration board. In 
settloment of those differences, the arttratien board awarded to 
the contactor the sum of $3505.73, as the balance due The record 
vavering this AK ard hy this arbitration board is clear in the minutes 
af its proeeedings, A careful investigation was made of all figures 
kading up to the fina! voucher, which was paid on the O, K of H 
K. Quim, superintendent of construction, and the other members 
of the Coramisaion signing the final voucher, and the final batance 
of $746 535 piid Joho E, Cagney, contravtor, is correct, 

In conclusion, your Committee would report that we find abso- 
iutele no evidence of dishamesty in the matters above reported, the 
orrors trated being onlv such as are hkel to eccur in the carrying 
on of an undertaking of the magnitude invalved in the construction 
of the Capitol Building, In prosecuting this investigation, your Com- 
mittee teak as its hasis the report made by W. II. Gleason, expert 
accounting, and no other contracts were Investigated, the assump- 
uon of the Committee being that had there been anv questions re- 
garding any other matter pertawing to the Building Commission 
ar the expenditure of the Bullding Commission funde, ther would 
have been found and reported in the report offeped by W. II. Gleg 
don, an expert accountant, We, therefore, commend the members 
ar the Capitol Commission far thelr generous and painstaking ser- 
vives in hehalf of tho State. We believe that the people uf the State 
revelyed as full salue for the money used ag might reasenahly be 
espeeted. in ans large publie undertaking,
